Work includes replacement and
modernization of control systems, replacement of motors, replacement of traveling electrical
cables, replacement of wire ropes, making elevators ADA/ABA AG compliant, HVAC work for
the elevator machine room, HVAC work for the elevator shaft, wiring work for power supplies,
and disposal of removed equipment. Three elevators provide access from within portions of
Grand Coulee Dam to the top of the dam. The remaining three elevators are within the Project's
pumping plant adjacent to the dam.
